THREATENS LIFE 


Is 


Thomas Blackshear 


Dangerously Ill. 


Bitten by a black rat, which awaken- 
ed him from sleep one night a few 
weeks ago, Thomas Blackshear, a 
young first-year medical student, has 
been lying at the point of death at st. 
Joseph’s infirmary for three weeks, or 


more. : 

In the center of his forehead there is 
a hole as big as a Gollar, where the 
poisoned flesh was cut out as deep as 
the bone, and delirium and fever as 
high as 10414 have sapped tle strength 
of the young student to the point 
where recovery seemed almost hope- 
jess. He is better now, however, and, 
after séveral sinking spells, in which 
Rlackshear was so low that he could 
scarcely be revived, his physician says 
that he has good chances of recovery. 

The case is one of the oddest known 
to the medica] circles of Atlanta. 

Blackshear boarded at a house on 
lvy street. One night he .felt some- 
thing run across his face, and feit a 
sharp pinch on the forehead. On get- 
ting up, he discovered a big rat of the 
ordinary variety, which he and his 

ommate killed. The bitten place gave 

but little trouble, and by next day 
: ad forgotten it. J about a week, 
however, the place began to get sore, 
and inflamed. He went to a physician, 
who opened the place. Only a few 
drops of pus came out, however; and, 
tuking his patient’s temperature, the 
doctor found that he had fever as 
high as 101 degrees. The wound was 
dress#ij, and Blackshear was sent to 
bed.’ Next day he was very ill, and 
was sent to the infirmary. The infect- 
- og place was cut away, but for a long 
time there was no improvement. 

All the symptoms of blood-poisoning 
were present; but the attendant phy- 
gician says that he has never heard of 
any such results from the bite of a rat. 
The rat, as is weil Known, transmits 
ihe bubonic plague in countries where 
that disease is prevalent; but Black- 
shear’s illness bore no similarity to 
such a disease, Neither were the symp- 
tums in any way akin to those as 
rabies, and the physician finatiuy con- 
cluded that the poisoning must have 
resulted from the introduction of out- 
side germs into the opening caused by 
the rat’s bite, and not by the bite it- 
self. 

Streptococcic serum, a comparatively 
new remedy, was used in treating the 
ease, with very good results; and the 
doctor in charge kindly explained that 
streptococcic serum was just plainly a 
gerum used in the treatment of blood- 
poisoning. ? 


Narrow Escape for Ely.

TULD BY UInLS 


Allege They Were Sold 
Into Slavery. 


Greensboro, N. C., December 8&.—In 
the United States court this afternoon, 
District Attorney Holton called the 
ease against Charles Quaster and 
Joseph Napier, proprietors of traveling 
shows, who are under indictment 
charged with engaging in the white 
slave traffic by inducing young girls 
from their homes under promise of 
lucrative and genteel employment, and 
afterwards luring them into reprehen- 
sible,occttpations. In default of bond, 
the prisoners have been in jail for 
the past two months. 

The government has a 
nesses here for the trial, twelve of 
whom are young women who are al- 
leged to have been enticed from their 
homes, and who have been in custody 
of the government as prosecuting wit- 
nesses for over a week. The majority 
of these girls are exceedingly pretty, 
and all are dressed with taste and in 
the latest style. 

The defendants are charged in some 
counts with a conspiracy to bring cer- 
tain young girls from the city of Dan- 
ville, Va.. into North Carolina, with 
the purpose and intent to induce them 
into prostitution. Other counts charge 
that two girls were enticed from Bal- 
timore into this state, where, besides 
inducing them to expose their persons 
in immoral shows, they were debauch- 
ed and ruined. . 

One of the Victims on Stand. 

The first witness examined was 18- 
year-old Mary Von Newendorf, of Bal- 
timore, who told of being induced by 
the defendants to leave her mother un- 
der promise of $25 a week to take part 
in girls’ dancing and chorus shows at 
fairs. She left Baltimore with another 
girl friend, Maude McClelland. 

The evidence of the girl was dam- 
aging, she revealing immoral conduct 
on the part of Quaster, immediatciy 
after taking her from her home. She 
was rescued by a relative in Charlotte, 
who found her, after a week's search, 
in a room with Quaster, the couple be- 
ing registered as man and wife at a

Lanning Hand Down Opin- 
ions Widely Different in 
Character---Suit Filed During 
Roosevelt’s Administration.

Philadelphia, Pa., December 8.—The 
United States circuit court for the 
eastern distr-ct of Pennsylvania, today 
decided that there is no general con- 
spiracy among the anthracite coal car- 
riers, railroads or coal companies, to 
restrain trade or commerce, or to mo- 
nopolize the trade or to maintain cer- 
tain prices, but it did dec-de that tha 
Temple Iron Company is a combination 
of anthracite coal-carrying railroads in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, and granted the prayer of the 
government for an injunction restra‘n- 
ing that corporation from continuing 
a violation of the act. The sum and 
substance is that the government wins 
only one of several points, that in the 
Temple Iron Company case, and that 
the defendants will not be compelled 
to change the present prices of coal 
as a result of the cqurt’s decision. 

The case was heard by Judges 
George Gray, Joseph Buffington and 
William M. Lanning last February. 
Three opinions were handed down late 
this afternoon and each differs from 
the other. 

Judge Gray dismisses all of the 
government’s charges except that re- 
lating to the Temple Iron Company, 
which he sustains. 

Temple Confpany Fails to Lacape. 

Judge Buffington dismisses all the 
charges except the one against the 
Temple Company and the one relat ne 
to the 65 per cent contract existing 
between the big corporations and the 
Independent Coal Companies, he sus- 
taining the charges of violation of law 
on these points. 

Judge Lanning dismisses all the con- 
tentions made by the government.

Theory of Government's Case. 

The theory of tho government's case

ants were steps toward the comnroh 
goal, and that the separate acts of 
the various groups were ‘ndependentty 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trurt 
act.

4. That the acquisition by the Erie 
railroad of the capital stock of the 
New York, Susquehanna & Western 
railroad and of the Pennsylvania Coun} 
Company, and the Delaware Valley & 
Kingston road was illegal under the 
anti-trust act. 

4. That the acquisition by the Reag- 
ing company of the capital stock ef 
the Jersey Central was also ifegalL 

6. That the acquisition by the Lehigh 
Valley ratiroad of the cap'tal stock of 
Cox Bros. & Co., was also illegal. 

6. That the Temple Iron Company 
be declared a combination of the de 
tion. The independents sell the pred 
and that the comb nation be dissolved. 

Independent Companies Involved,

HAISE SATISFIES 


SCHOOL TEACHERS 


“About What We Asked 
or,” Says Dr. Theo- 
dore Toepel. 


Atlanta echool teachers will indorse 
ihe proposed salary increases as drawn 
up Wednesday night by the finance 
committee of the board of education. 

“The proposed tnereaseés,” said Dr. 
Theodore -Toepel. president of the At- 
lamta Teachers’ Association, “are about 
what the teachers asked for. Of 
course, there were some instances 
Jwhere the increases were slight and 
did not come yup to expectations. Some 
of the principals, for instance. wanted 
$1,600 and were given but $1400. The 
association, however, will back up 
whatever the board proposes. We have 
all agreed to work for the general 
advancement of all the teachers. and 
none will protest becayse they think 
their particular raise is not enough.” 

An examination of the proposed sal- 
aries show that the increase is quite 
eonsiderable. Grade teachers who are 
now receiving the minimum salary of 
$52.50, will get the new minimum of 
$60. or a raise of $7.60 per month. 
Teachers who have been in the service 
for eleven years and are not ite 
the maximum ealary of $68.25 will get | 
the new maximum of $85, of a raise of | 
$16.75 per month. 

The graduating scale of Increase 
from the minimum to the maximum 
salary is to be $2.50 per month for 
each year of service. For instance, a 
teacher beginning her second year of 
teaching will receive a salary of 
$62.50. 

Assistant principals. now receiving 
a minimum salary of $63 and a maxi- 
mum of $78.75, will get a minimum of 
$72 and a maximum of $90, or a gain 
of $9 and $11.25 per month respective- 
ly. In this instance, the yearly increase 
from the minimum towards the maxi- 
mum will be $3 per month. 


PICKED-UP ALIENS 
DON'T FILL NAVY 


Washington, December 8.—European 
critics who labor under the impres- 
slon that the American navy is manned 
. in large part by alfens picked up in 
the open porte of the world, may 
quickly discover their error by ref- 
erénce to the annual report of Rear 
Admiral Reginald F. Nicholson, chief 
of the bureau of navigation, just made 
public. The admiral shows that of 
the 30,743 enlisted men, other 
than petty officers, in the 
naval service, 91.51 are. native 
born, 3.46 are. naturalized and .41 
have declared their intention of be- 
coming citizens. This leaves actually 
only a fraction of 1 per cent of aliens 
resident in the United States 
alfens “On-resident, In the naval) serv- 
icé, after making allowance. for 3.47 
per cent of the natives of the colo- 
nial’ possessions. .Nintey-four ninety- 
seyen one hundredths per cent of Un- 
cle*Sam’s bluejackets are actually cit- 
izens of the United States. 

The desertions are rapidly falling off 
in numbers, too, and during the last 
fisca] year there were but 2,811 com- 
pared with 3,184 during the preceding 
year, notwithstanding there were 947 
men in the service in the first case. 
The decrease of discomforts on ship- 
board and the allowance of shore 
leave and food are believed to account 
. for this decrease, for it is believed that 
no class of workingmen live so wel' 
as the enlisted force of the navy. Nev- 
ertheless, to reduce desertions to a 
minimum public sentiment must be ecul- 
tivated, according to Rear ‘Admiral! 
Nicholson, and punishment must be 
made sure, swift and severe. 

There was no lack of good recruits 
during the year, notwithstanding high 
standard maintained, and three t'mes 
during the year ft was necessary to 
suspend enlistments because the fu)! 
authorized strength (44,500) men had 
been reached, 

Altogether, 76,074 men applied for 
enlistment, of whom 14,756 were ac- 
cepted. 

The report extends an earnest invi- 


tation to congress to note the need of} 


additional officers to properly man the 
fleet and perform the professional du- 
ties required on shore, and to a rec- 
ommendation that naval officers retir- 
ing for physica) disability incurred in 
the service be retired at an additiona! 
grade.

LIQUOR PROBLEM 
WORRIES ALABAMA 


O’Neal to Recommend 
That Present Law Be 
Modified. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 38.— 
What the governor of South Carolina 
said to the governor of North Caro- 
lina is a contemplation which, if put 
in the future tense and applied strictly 
to Alabama, is of most vita] interest 
to politicians of thig state at the pres- 
ent time. Properly changed, the inter- 
rogation would read “What will the 
outgoing governor of Alabama say to 
the incoming governor of Alabama? 
or “What suggestions will Alabama's 
present chief executive make to the 
January legislature that will. be ap- 
proved in the message of Governor- 
elect Emmet O'Neil,. to be read to the 
legislature one week later?” 

The situation is one which has. been 
frequently commented upon during tne 
past week, and one which invariably 
produces a stir of overwhelming anx- 
fety. For chief executives whose views 
are more diametrically opposed, inso- 
far as is concerned the greatest ques- 


and : tion in Alabama at the present time,

It is admitted that Governor-elect 
O’Neal .wil recommend to the legisia- 
ture that the present prohibition laws 
be modified. What Governor Comer 
will do has not been suggested, nor 
even ifitimateéd. ut it takes no 
stretch of the imagination to anticipate 
that part of his:message will dea! with 
the liquor status, and that therein will 
be contained recommendations which 
will touch upon the barred traffic. 

Wishes of Voters, 

Inasmuch as voters of Aiabama have 
demontsrated in divers elections held 
in Alabama during the past two years 
that the state-wide movement with re- 
spect to this state is undesirable, it 
is thought by many frienas of Gov- 
ernor Comer that the chief executive 
will take cognizance of their baliots, 
to the extent of recommending 
conservative legislation with the end 
in view of meeting the demands. It is 
an assured fact that the governor wil: 
not take occasion to cripple anyones 
toes unnecessarily. But it is almost as 
certainiy assured that he will take 
occasion to teli the people of the good 
aiready achieved under the _ statutes 
which are now in force. There is a 
probability that “passing respects” will 
be paid to some of the communities 
wherein, it is alleged, the faith has not, 
been kept as carefully as it might 
have been. Ali this, however, is a 
matter of surmise. 

This week his excellency was asked 
concerning the probable drift of his 
message. His answer was proverbial. 

‘“T/hat’s a fine picture of the governor 
of the United States,” he said. And 
that was all.

“From the Rockefeller research 
oratory of New York, -where 
Simon Flexner and Paul A. Lewis, 
1909, undertook the investigation of 
infantile paralysis by conducting a 
series of experiments on monkeys, 
came the first scientific praof given to 
the world and to the medical /profes- 
sion that infantile paralysis was an in- 
fectious, a transmissible disease. This 
fact established, health officers and 
Physicians Were enabled to enforce 
isolation, thus limiting the spread of 
the scourge. 

“In this laboratory 
with commodious cages. 
gontains two bright-eyed, chattering 
monkeys—hopping, scampering, and 
climbing about. If one looks closely 
he sees that each little creature has 
some disability. One has a drop wrist. 
Another a nail arm. One hag-an arm 
completely paralyzed with the typical 
attendant wasting away and wither- 
ing -of the muscles. One big male is 
paralyzed from the flanks down, both 
legs being entirely cut of commission, 
shrunken and useless. Even so, he gets 
about with surprising agility if one 
contrasts his condition with the plight 
of a.child paralyzed from the waist 
down. There are many such children 
now who were in robust health a year

“These sacrificial apes already have 
contributed much toward the 
edge of the course ana manner of 
fantile paralysis. In the autumn 
1909, Drs. Flexner and Lewis inoculated 
an anesthetized monkey oy introducing 
directly inside the brain an emulsion 
Of the spinal cord of a numan victim 
of this disease. After a few days the 
monkey became ill, and then fo'lowed 
paralysis with the same symptoms 
noticed in human victims or the disease 
then and now epidemic in this country. 
“Virus taken from this first monkey 
Victim produced the same disease 
through twenty-five retays of these 
apes. At first an emulsion of the 
cord of a dead victim was in- 
troduced inside the brain by an opera- 
ion. Later the virus was placed in 
the stomach with the same result. As 
the experiments advanced, and it 
came evident that the mucous lining of 
the nose and throat absorbed the 
poison, some of the’ secretion from the, 
nose and throat of an infec ted ‘mohkey 
was rubbed on the nose of another 
monkey with the s e result—the dis- 
ease Was communicated. It was found 
that the virus could be transmitted 
even by inhaling a strong emu'sion 
of the poison.

This rejoicing would be intensified in Georgia if somebody 
should take a similar step to that of the North Carolina traveling 
man who challenged the legality of the regulation and who has 
been sustained in the court of final voice. 

If this absurd regulation is illegal in North Carolina, it is no 
doubt illegal in Georgia and every other state which stands for it. 

In the thickly populated states of the east, where it can be 
assumed the railroads are run on business principles, no such reg- 
ulation exists. A passenger buys his mileage book and presents it 
to the conductor when he travels. The conductor lifts the mileage 
used and the transaction is ended. 

Here the passenger buys a mileage book, then he presents him- 
self in line at the ticket window, where his mileage is exchanged for 
a railroad ticket, and then a “ticket taker” relieves the conductor 
of the responsibility of having anything to do with any further part 
of the transaction. : 

The public is entitled to protection from unnecessary annoy- 


gia Railroad Commission to give some genuine relief. It should 
issue an order that will give passengers who have mileage tickets 
the same facilities they have in most, other states, and as the su- 
preme court of North Carolina says they shall have in that state. 


North Carolina, what says the T. P. A. of Georgia?

WILL TOUR STATE AGAIN 


Uniess there is an unexpected hitch 
in the program, the agricultural train, 
which was operated two years ago 
over Georgia by -the State <Agricul- 
tural college at Athens and the rall- 
ways of the state, will be started 
upon another tour some time be- 
tween January 15 and February 1 of 
next year. 

W. A. Worsham, professor of agri- 
cultural chemistry at the agricultural 
college, was a visitor at the capitol 
Thursday and is authority for the 
statement that arrangemenis for the 
operation of the train next year are 
practically complete. 

The proposition of supplying coaches 
for the use of the exhibits has been 
taken up with the railroads of the 
state. and it is understood the have 
agreed to furnish the train upon ap- 
proval of the railroad commission. 
The commission will approve the plan, 
it is understood. 

The agricultural train of 1911 will 
be operated on a more extensive scale 
than was the first train in 1908. In 
the first place, the tour will be of 
fifty days’ duratiqn instead of thirty, 
and this year the exhibits will be 
larger and more diversified than was 
the case in 1908 There will also be 
a live steck car and an exhibit of 
machinery which are also new fea- 
tures. 

The train will also make much long- 
er stops than the first train made, and 
better opportunity will thus be af- 
forded for accomplishing greater and 
more satisfactory results im an edu- 
cationa] line. 

The train will countet of seven cars, 
as follows One farm machinery car, 
one stock car, two agricultural ex- 
bibit cars, two. lecture cars and one 
Pullman car. It will be in charge of 


Dr. A. M. Soule, dean of the agricul- 
tural college, and will have on board 
a number of competent lecturers. 

The authorities of the State Agri- 
cultural college are now preparing the 
itinerary of the train, and the route 
and the time of arrival at the various 
points im the state will be announced 
later.

Governor-Elect Comes .Out} 


Squarely for James E. 
Martine.

Trenton, N. J., December 8.—Woo0d- 
tow Wilson, governor-elect of New 
Jersey, tonight gave out a signed 
statement, in which he declared him- 
self in positive terms in favor of the 
election of James E. Martine (demo- 
crat) of Union county, to the United 
States senate to succeed John Kean, 
Jr. Dr. Wilson in equally posit've 
terms declares himself opposed to the 
election of former United States sen- 
ator Smith, Jr. For some time past 
the governor-elect has been holding 
conferences with democratic members 
of the legislature and urging upon 
them the wisdom of electing Mr. Mar- 
tine. 

Dr. Wilson refrained from making 
any public statement until the present 
time, hoping that Mr. Smith would an- 
nounce his retirement from the field. 
Dr. Wilson called upon Mr. Smith at 
his home in Newark on Tuesday night 
and poss'bly urged him to retire. It 
dis understood thet Mr. Sm'‘th declined 
to do so. 

In a statement issued tonight Dr. 
Wilson says that he had hoped to 
have avoided expressing himself re- 
garding the selection of a successor to 
Senator Kean, but that it had become 
necessary to do so. 

He then refers to the recent cam- 
palgn which places him in an unusual 
position. He offered, he sa'd, if elected, 
to be the spokesman of the people. 
Continuing, he says: 

Martine Choice of People. 

“TY even asked those who-did not 
care to make their choice of governor 
upon that understanding not to vote 
for me. I belleve that the choice was 
made upon that understanding, and I 
cannot escape the responsibMity in- 
volved. I have no desire to escape it. 

“TI know that the people of New Jer- 
sey do not desire Mr. James Smith 
Jr., to be sent again to the senate. 
If he should be, he will not go as their 
representative. The only means I have 
of knowing who they do desire to 
be the'r representative is the vote at 
~ the recent primaries, where 48,000 dem- 
ocratic voters, a majority of the whole 
numb@r who voted at the primaries, 
declared their preference for Mr. Mar- 
tine of Union county. For me that 
vote is conclusive. I think {t should 
be for every member of the legisla- 
ture.”’ 

The governor-elect then declares 
that it is the duty of every democrstic 
legislator to vote for Mr. Martine, and 
his duty to advocate his (Martine’s) 
election.

‘COTTON MADE BREAK 
AFTER THE REPORT 


In the Early Hours Advances 


Market Closed Easy at Net De- 
cline of 8 to 31 Points 
on General List. 


New York, December 8.—The cotton 
market Was very nervous and unsejtied 
today, with prices breaking shdrply 
under liquidation following the census 
report. The close was easy at a net 
decline of 8 to 31 points. 

The opening was at a decline of 3 
points on December and of 10 to 19 
points on the general list, under liqui- 
dation and bear pressure, inspired by 
the report of the census bureau show- 
ing 10,139,986 bales ginned to Decem- 
ber 1, comparing with 8,876,886 to the 
Same date last year. 

Liverpool had been relatively firm 
prior to the local opening, owing to 
reduced estimates of the East Indian 
crop and continental buying, but also 
broke sharply on the census figures, 
and before the end of the first hour 
prices here showed a net loss of from 
15 to 24 points. At this level the 
market steadied on covering by some 
of the early éellers, supporting of Jan-

‘STOCKS WERE DULL 


MOST OF THE SESSION 


Were Met With Sales and 
Soon Dullness Prevailed. 


New York, December 8.—The course 
of today’s stock market gave little 
hint until the close of the more hope- 
ful feeling, which is said to exist in 
financial circles, Trading during the 
greater part of the sesston was dul! 
and distinctly irregular. The profes- 
s.0nal clique was rather more inclined 
to buy than sell, but in the early hours 
advances were met with sales. Lon- 
don had sent over a higher range of 
prices and the local opening was falir- 
ly firm. 

Recessions soon wiped out these 
gains after which business fell off to 
insignificant proportions. By midday 
another rally was on, but the lack of 
interest then shown was used as an 
excuse to raid the general list. United 
States Steel fell to 79, the lowest 
price of the present movement, but 
rebounded almost immediately and re- 
sulted in an all-around covering move- 
ment, which was maintained to the 
close, when best prices of the day, 
with some very material net gmins, 
were registered. 

The Hill stocks were quietly firm 
and unofficia] advices from St. Paul 
Stated with some authority that the 
regular dividends on Great Northern 
preferred and Northern Pacific would 
be declared next month in spite of the 
decreasing gross earnings shown by 
both lines. Trading here for London 
account was very light, aggregating 
less than 5,000 shares, with a spr:nk- 
ling of buying orders on the early de- 
cline. 

The Bank of England has strength- 
ened its position very materially dur- 
ing the past week and a continuance 
of this movement is bound to make a 
further discount reduction before the 
end of the year. 

Its proportion of reserves to liabil!- 
ties, however, is very much below that 
shown in the corresponding period of 
1909. The most striking features in 
the weekly report of the Bank of 
France are the enormous decrease of 
$37,500,000 in bills discounted and a 
decrease of over $10,000 000 in circula- 
tion.

The picking machinery is on two 
drums which hang from the frame of 
the tractor, one on each side of. the 
cotton plant as the machine straddles . 
the row. .An endless chain of bg HE pe 
cylinders of small diameter follew 
each other around the drum. From 
these cylinders the needies which do 
the picking project horizontaly inte 
the plant. When the machine starts. 
everything moves with a motion of 
its own. The drum carries the eylin- 
ders around; the cylinders poke e 
needjes into the plant at the gre d 
angie, and the fingers turn and 
the cotton. 
Every motion is delicately adjusted. 
The fingers move fast enough to ca’ 
the fiber, but not fast enough 
throw it off. The cylinders bring each 
finger into place at the proper time, 
so that there is never a space large 
enough for an open bol] to pass 
through without touching a finger. 
The drum is moving backward at the 
game rate that the whole machine 
moves forward so that the picking 
needles do not move horizontally 
through the plant, but merely turn 
in it.

and cursing him to all kinds of

“nd McWilliams took hold of Wimbish 
then and brought him to the station 
house. Mr. Clarke had hold of Wim- 
bish’s right hand, right by the sleeve, 
und at the same time Wimbish was 
hitting Mr. Wood over the face and 
head, and Mr. Wood had two skinned 
places on his face where Wimbish had 
hit him. Wimbish bore no mark of a 
scuffle at all. Mr. Wood never hit 
Wimbish while I was there, and I got 
tnere in a very short time after it 
started. Mr. Wood didn't seem to be 
provoking the trouble, but used only 
the necessary force to bring a prisoner 
down here. As far as a pisto] is con- 
cerned, there was no pistol seen any- 
where. I never saw Wood with his 
pistol out at any time. Wood didn't 
attempt to pull his pistol out while in 
the station house. When we left the 
Station house the newspaper men were 
there, and they were still there when 
we got back. They~“Were not at the 
ecene of the trouble.

“The president proposes that a com- 
mon carrier issuing a bill of lading 
gnall be liable to the yona fide holder 
thereof for the value of the goods 
described therein, but qualifies the 
proposition by the suggestion that the 
carriers may issue two classes of 
bills of ladiug: First, those under 
which tue carrier shall be absolutely 
liable for the recitals in the bill, and 
second, those under which the carrier 
shal] assume no Hability except for 
goods actually delivered to the agent 
issuing the bill. For issuing the first 
kind, or the bill containing an abso- 
lute guarantee, he recommends that 
the carrier be permitted to make a 
small charge in addition to the rate 


of transportation. 

“It is perfectly obvious that the 
first named class, or the guaranteed 
bills, would be the only kind used in 
through shipments, for the plain rea- 
son that the foreign banker and mer- 
chant ‘vould exact the best bill, inas- 
much as it would cost them no more 
than the inferior and unsecured docu- 
ment. The American exporter would, 
therefore, be compelled to supply the 
bill guaranteed by the carrier. 

More Expense to Shipper. 

“In order to secure this bill from 
the carrier, the shipper would be 
obliged to pay an additional charge. 
The injurious fesult of this assess- 
ment would be two-fold. In the first 
place, this charge would, as all fixed 
charges eventually do, come out of the 
cotton and the producer would thus 
be saddled with an onerous tax; and in 
the second ‘place, any shipper, no mat- 
ter how irresponsible or unworthy he 
might be, could, by securing the guar- 
anteed bill (which, be it remembered, 
the farmer pays for), »'ace himself 
upon the same plane of credit and ad- 
vantage occupied by merchants of 
character ana reputation. In other 
words, the producer and the respon- 
sible cotton trade would be called 
upon to pay the necessary premium in 
order that the carriers might be in- 
duced to guarantee che transactions of 
irresponsible and,- possibly, dishonest 
persons. 

“It was proposed by foreign bank- 
ers a short while ago that a company 
be formed for tne purpose of guaran- 
teeing through bills for a considera- 
tion. The cotton interests of the 
south strongly and with striking 
unanimity protested against the im- 
position of this unjust and unequal 
burden upon the American cotton 
trade, and the plan was’ promptly 
abandoned. The proposed legislation 
in no wise differs from the guaranty 
company plan, except in the one case a 
separate corporation would assume 
liability and collect 
fees from unoffending third persons, 
whereas, in the other, the assumption 
of such liability and the collection of 
such fees would rest with the railroad 
companies theniselves. 

“I fee] quite sure that when the po- 
sition of the southern cotton grower 
and mercnant in the premises is 
brought to the attention of the presi- 
dent he will give it due and careful 
consideration.” '

obstructs trade and commerce among 


the states in anthracite coal, fails to 


establish that charge.” 

The judge then takes up the matter 
of the 65 per cent contracts and con- 
cludes that they are not a violation 
of interstate commerce. , 

Taking up-the matter of a general 
conspiracy among the defendants, 
Judge Gray says: ‘ 

No General Conspiracy. 

“A careful consideration of argu- 
ment and brief of the counsel] for the 
government does not convince us that 
the evidence discloses any such gen- 
eral contract, combination or conspir- 
acy among the defendants in restraint 
of trade or commerce among the sev- 
eral siates, or to monopolize any part 
of the trade or commerce among the 
same.” 

Judge Gray then takes up the mat- 
ter ot the Temple Iron Company. 

It appeared from the testumuony in 
the case that when Simpson & Wat- 
kins, an independent coal company, en- 
tered the movement to buildan inde- 
pendent coal road to New York in order 
to get theircoai to market more cheap- 
ly, the six coal-carrying railroads 
named, formed a combination and pur- 
chased the Temple lron Company, 
which had a blanket charter permit- 
ting it to mine or sell coal. The pres- 
idents of a majority of the anthracite 
coal companies are directors in the 
company which purchased the: inter- 
ests of Simpson & Watkins. and there- 
by killed the new railroad project. 

Of this transaction, Judge Gray says: 

“As to the Temple Iron Company 
transaction, in which seven of the de- 
fendants are involved, to wit: 

“Yhe Reading Company, the Central 
Railroad Company of New Jersey, the 
Lehigh Valley Company, the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, the 
Erie Railroad Company and the New 
York and Susquehanna Railroad Co 
pany, and the charges supported 
the truth, that the defendants named 
entered into a combination or conspir- 
acy to defeat and prevent the build- 
ing of a railroad and the construc- 
tion of an interstate route for the car- 
rying of coal from the Wyoming re- 
gion to the tide water. It agrees with 
the conclusion reached in one of these 
opinions (Judge Buffington), that this 
so-calied Temple Iron Company trans- 
action involved a combination or con- 
Spiracy between the defendants in vio- 
lation of the act of July 2, 1890, as 
being in restraint of commerce among 
the states. It seems to me clear that 
an agreement was come to by the de- 
fendants. named, which resulted in 
concerted action for the avowed pur- 
pose of bringing about an abandon- 
ment of the project of a route from 
the Wyoming coal fields, in the state 
of Pennsylvania. for the carriage of 
coal to tide water, in the state of 
New York. 

“The combination brought about the 
abandonment of the project and pos- 
sibly of a competing road in interstate 
commerce was, for the time being, 
frustrated. I cannot escape the con- 
clusion, therefore, that the decree of 
this court should denounce as illegal 
the combination by which this result 
was brought about. 

“The injunction or restraining order 
specifically prayed for in the petition 
should be granted, so far as it will 
serve ‘to prevent and restrain’ the fu- 
ture or oontinuing violation of the 
act. 7 

Judge Buffington restricted his opin- 
ion to the discussion of two subjects. 
the Temple Iron Company, which he 
declared is an flegal combination, and 
the 65 per cent contract transaction, 
which he also believed to be illegal. 

Judge Lanning in his opinion Hs- 
cussed all the contentions of the gov- 
ermment, and came to the conclusion 
that they should tbe dismissed on 
merits, except that of the Temple Iron 
Company, which he believed should be 
dismissed without prejudice. 

The form of decree to be issued in 
the case of the Temple Iron Company 
will be taken up later by the: court. 
when counsel for both the government 
and the defendants will be heard. 

The case, which will now be taken 
to the supreme court of the United 
States probably, was hard fought. Fol- 
lowing the filing of the suit in 1907, 


an examiner was appointed and about ; 


two years -were spent in taking the 
testimony of both sides. Four days 
were given up to argument in the lat- 
ter part of last February. J. C. Me- 
Reynolds, who is in charge of several 
other trust prosecutions for the gov- 
ernment. made the argument for the 
department of justice. and John G. 
Johnson, of Philadelphia, was the 
chief pleader of the large group of at- 
torneys for the defendants.

ABSOLUTE REICI 
IN CHINA TO END 


Throne Accedes. to Jm- 
perial Senate. 


Political Events Have Moved 
With Revolutionary Rapidity. 
Prince Chun to Be Relieved 
of Absolute Power in the Em- 
pire. ~ 


Pekin, December 8.—It seems safe 
to announce tonight that the ancient 
absolute regime in China will exist 
only historically after the Chinese 
mew year, in January, 1911. It is 
stated that the throne has decided to 
accede to the resolution of the impe- 
rial senate praying for the immedi- 
ate creation of a constitutional cabi- 
net. 

Political events in China have 
moved with a rapidity that appears 
almost revolutionary when it is con- 
sidered that the provincial assemblies 
representing the first step toward pop- 
ular government in the empire’s his- 
tory of thousands of years were in- 
auguarated so recently as October 14, 
1909. : 

First Imperial Senate. 

The first imperia] senate met on Oc- 

tober 3 last. The late empress dow- 


ager had decreed that a general rep- 
body, to be 


known as the imperial parliament, be 


i convoked in 19156, at the’ end of a nine- 


year period of preparation. However, 


‘the people, having had a taste of pop- 


ular government, were impatient, and 
the Benate soon after it was organized, 
demanded the immediate convocation 
of a genera] parliament. The throne 
and grand council yielded to the ex- 
tent of advancing the date for the in- 
auguration of parliament, to 1918, a 
decree making this effective being 
promulgated on November 4. 

It was at first thought that the sen+ 
ate, one-half of the membership of 
which was appointed by the throne, 
would be subservient, but early in its 
existence it developed a striking in- 
dependence and exhibited a spirit that 
was almost rebellious. 

When, a few weeks ago, this atti- 
tude was changed notably, the general 
belief was that the body had beey in- 
timidated. An increased number of 
troops in the streets was mistaken as 
an evidence of the government's de- 
termination to suppress the activi- 
ties of the provincial delegates and 
their supporters. 

It appears now that these and others 
who urged a still earlier meeting of 
parliament had no intention of aban- 
doning their campaign, but simply al- 
tered their tactics and embarked upon 
a plan of private, though undoubted- 
ly forceful, persuasion. 

Series of ‘Secret Sessions. 


At a series of secret sessions it 
was decided that they would not fur- 
ther tolerate @ grand counell -which 
was not.responsible to the imperial 
senate and would «not execute that 
assembly’s resolutions. 

Briefly stated, the senate resolved 
to relieve Prince Chun, the regent, of 
absolute power and make the country 
a constitutional empire forthwith. 

The reported compliance of the 
throne is regarded as a.compromise. 
The senate will not press for an im- 
mediate parliament;but proposes to 
conduct the government on a single 
chamber basis until 1913. 

It is understood the venerable Prince 
Ching of Boxer memory, the present 
power behind the throne, will retire 
and Duke Tsai Tai will become :-prime 
minister. 


TREES THREATENED

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Bogoto Pays for Road. 


Bogoto, Columbia, December 8.—The 
final payment of $375,000 was made by 
the Bogota city government today, 
completing the transfer of the prop- 
erties of the Bogoto City Railway 
Company from the American owners. 
The Americans built and operated the 
local lanes under a concession’ re- 
ceived during the presidency of Gen- 
eral Reyes. Popular disapproval of 
the “concession resulted last March in 
a successful boycett of the road and 
finally in its compulsory sale to the 
municipality for $800,000.

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Revolutionary Outbreak 
Threatened in Hon- 
duras. 


Guatemala City, Mexico, December 
8.—A revolutionary outbreak is threat- 
ened in Honduras and intense excite- 
‘ment prevails throughout the coun- 
try. Martial law has been procilaim- 
ed in the capital and the larger cities 
of the republic, and the jails are filled 
with political prisoners. Wholesale 
arrests of persons suspected of hav- 
ing some connection with the threat- 
ened uprising aré being made on the 
orders of the president. 

There are extra details of govern- 
ment troops in Puerto Cortez and 
Ceibe, and the well-to-do residents 
are flocking across the border into 
Guatemala. No passenger is permitted 
to land in Honduras without a pass- 
port signed by the Honduran consulate 
at the port of sailing, and the au- 
thorities are especially vigilant In fol- 
lowing the movement of persons arriv- 
ing from New Orleans and other gulf 
ports. 

Advices received here from Tegu- 
chralpa state that President Davilla 
last Saturday issued an order for the 
arrest of former President Policarpo 
Bonilla and Genera! Dionicio Guiet- 
terez, a former vice president of the 
republic, and a close friend of Bo- 
nilla’s. Unconfirmed reports say that 
Policarpo Bonilla escaped from Tegu- 
cigalpa several days prior to the is- 
Suance of the order, and it is believed 
he and Guietterez are en route to the 
United States, where they plan to or- 
ganize a revolutionary expedition 
against the Davilla administration. 

Plot to Overthrow Davilla. 

New Orleans, December 8.—Accord- 
ing to advices received here, Policar- 
po Bonilla, former president of Hon- 
duras, is plotting to overthrow Presi- 
dent Daviila. His agents are said to 
be securing arms and ammunition, and 
the revolutionary movement has 
reached a point where an. uprising 
may occur at any minute. Some of 
Bonilla’s agents are known to be in 
the United States on secret missions. 

Policarpo Bonilla is one of -the 
Shrewdest politicians in Honduras. He 
is possessed of a fine education. He 
embarked in politics In early life and 
he has been in the game ever since. 
Some yearg ago he formed an inti- 
mate friendship with President Ze- 
laya, of Nicaragua, and Presjdent Diaz, 
of Mexico, and it was through his in- 
triguing with Zelaya that the war be- 
tween Honduras and Nicaragua was 
brought about three years azo. Ze- 
laya attempted to make Policarpo Bo- 
nilla president of Honduras after 
Manuel Bonilla was ousted, But he 
failed. 

Although he was thwarted in his 
ambition and Davilla was made presi- 
dent, Policarpo Bonilla has steadily 
held his éye on the presidency.

A GOOD INVESTMENT 


The Suceess of Dusseldorf a 
Timely Hint for Slipshod 


American Cities. 


Frederick C. Howe, in the December 
Hampton’s Magazine, explains why 
German cities are s0 much more beau- 
tiful than American cities. He takes 
the case of Dusseldorf as an exam- 
ple. 

Dusseldorf has been planned by ex- 
pert. architects anZ landscape garden- 
ers who make a profession of Gity 
planning. Nothing has been left to 
chance. The individual] property own- 
er is no more permitted to spoil the 
harmony of the whole than an incom- 
petent workman would be permitted 
to wreck an expensive machine. 

Streets, squares, parks, gardens. 
playgrounds, all have their place in 
the scheme of the city architect, while 
in the designing of private and public 
work, open spaces and street corners. 
lamp posts and street signs, the sk.li 
of the artist has been joined with that 
of the builder and the engineer. 
Everything is orderly, symmetrical! 
and beautiful. 

In America, a man may do as he 
wills with his land. He may erect a 
dirty factory in the midst of a resi- 
dence district. He may put up a 20- 
story skyscraper or a miserable tax- 
earner. He may lay out mean aad 
narrow streets and use the section for 
anything that suits his fancy. And 
the law protects him in his lawless- 
ness. ; 

“Dusseldorf is planned in detail for 
fifty years to come,” says Mr. Howe. 
“Upon the maps in the city hall one 
can see the location of future streets, 
boulevards, parks, -open spaces, sites 
for public buildings and schoolhouses, 
all located in anticipation of the city’s 
growth. The streets are wide and spa- 
cious; a large amount of land is dedi- 
cated to public use. 

“Certain sections of the city are set 
aside for mills and factories, while 
neighboring property is reserved for 
workingmén’s dwellings. In other sec- 
tions the land is devoted to villas or 
expensive apartments. Every where, 
even in the heart of the city, the 
height of buildings is limited, usvally 
to the width of the street. The area 
which may be built upon is also fixed 
and must not exceed from three-fifths 
to three-fourths of the lot area. Thus, 
neither the slum nor the tenement can 
reappear as inthe older sections of 
the city. e 

“The city says to the factory owner: 
‘You must build your mills in the out- 
skirts, and so located that the prevail- 
ing winds will carry the smoke away 
from the city. And wherever you 
build you must not offend your neigh- 
bors with smok®, dirt, and noise. You 
must provide your factories with baths 
so that your employees can keep them- 
selves clean. Your buildings must also 
be equipped with the latest and best 
safety appliances.’ 

“Far from injuring the landowner, 
these regulations protect him; they in- 
crease the value of gis property and 
safeguard him from the get-rich-quick 
speculator, who divides his property 
into cheap lots and paves the sewers 
his streets with worthless material, 
which .In a few years’ time must be re- 
built by the city. At the same time 
the gardens, open spaces and play- 
grounds add to the value of the land 
and yield a return to the owner as 
well as to the community. From every

Publican congressional committee re- 
cé@ived $77,461 and disbursed $74,373, 
while the democratic congressional 
committee received $27,790 and dis- 
bursed $27,771 during the recent cam- 
paign, according to reports filed today 
with the clerk of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

These reports were made in accord- 
ance with the act of June 25, 1910, pro- 
viding for publicity of contributions. 

Democratic expenditures of $200 
each are shown for the campaigns in 
@ number of congressional districts, in- 
cluding the third Kentucky, the eighth 
Tennessee, the tenth North Carolina. 

Of the amount contributed to the 
republican cause, $47,030 was cash on 
hand at the time the publicity act was 
passed. The democratic balance on 
hand then was only $13,258. 

The republican report shows fifty- 
two contributions in excess of $100 
and the democratic report thirteen. 

The largest individual contribution 
to the republican fund was made by 
Representative William McKinley, 
which amounted to $5,000. The re- 
publican state committee of Louisiana 
contributed $2,000. 

The largest individual contribution 
to the democratic fund was $1,000, 
from William E. Berber, of New York 
city. 

Georgia Contributed $450. 

The democratic state committee of 
Georgia contributed $450. Traveling 
expenses during extensive speaking 
tours were contributed by Representa- 
tives Champ Clark, of Missouri; A. 5. 
Burleson, of Texas, and Ollie James, 
of Kentucky. :

The diplomatic corps is represented 
by R. C. Kerens, of St. Louis, ambas- 
sador to Austria-Hungary, who gave 
$500, and David Jayne Hill, of Roch- 
ester, who gave $100.

MONEY SYSTEM 
PANIC BRECUL 


So Declares MacVeagh 
in Annual Report. |

As Long as Present System Is 
Continued, Country Is Liable 
to Panics, Says the Treasur- 
er---Country Has No Reserve 
System. 


Washington, December §8.—Currency 
reform, extension of the scope of the 
nationa] banking laws, in. the event. 
of no immediate change of the monec-. 
tary system; civil service require- | 
ments; a customs service, free from) 
“practical” ‘politics; business-like 
methods in the daily transactions of 
the government and a general aboli- ; 
tion of red tape wherever it clogs the 
wheels of the government’s business, , 
are among the recommendations con-' 
tained in the annual report of Frank- | 
lin MacVeagh, secretary of the treas-| 
ury, presented to congress today. 

The expenses of the government in | 
the fiscal year 1912, for which this' 
session of congress is asked to 4ap-, 
propriate, are estimated at $630,494,-' 
013.12. The estimated expenditures on' 
the Panama canal are given as $56,- 
920,847.69, making a total of $687,414.- | 
860.81. The estimates, if carried oOut,, 
represent net savings of about $18,- 
000,000 in the executive departments 
as compared with the appropriations 
for the current fiscal year. 

While the secretary’s report esti- 
mates the total] expenses of the gov- 
ernment at $687,414,860, the estimates 
which have been transmitted to con- 
gress ask for $748,414,861, a difference 
of $61,000,000. Congress is asked to 
appropriate this extra $61,000,000 to 
make the sinking fund law effective. 
It would be an appropriation to per- 
mit the treasury to begin-applying 1 
per cent a year to the discharge of 
the nationa] debt. The law authoriz- 
ing such a procedure has been a dead 
letter for some time, ag congress has. 
never appropriated any money, ’ 

Receipts for Coming Year. | 

Receipts for 1912, Secretary Mac-j| 
Veagh estimates, will be $680,000,000, 
which would leave an ordinary sur- 
plus of around $50,000,000. If the 
treasury should continue to pay for 
the Panama canal out of the cash 
drawers as at present, such a surplus”

Secretary MacVeagh expresses the. 
hope that the monetary question will | 
come into congress detached from sec-, 
tional or political consideration. | 

“Our system can fairly be called a’ 
panic-breeding system,” he says, 
“whereas every ol.er great national 
banking and currency system is panic-, 
preventing. As long as we continue 
under our present system we are liable! 
to panics and the devastations oi pan- 
ics reach republicans and democrats | 
and all parts of the country alike. | 
Panics are no lon-2r necessary and no! 
longer respectabie. It is for the gov-'! 
ernment to say whether we shall have’ 
panics in the future or not. It is a 
mere matter of choice. 

‘“‘We have no system of reserves; our 
banking system destroys them. It 
concentrates in New York what are 
pretended to be reserves and then. 
forces the New York banks to lend and. 
abolish them. Our system, instead of 
building up a reserve, destroys it as 
fast as it inclines to accumulate.” 

Panama Bonds. 

In connection with his criticism of 
the money system, one of Secretary 
MacVeagh’s most important recom- 
mendations concerns future issues of 
Panama bonds, of which $290,000,000 
were authorized by the tariff act. 
The secretary renews the recommenda. 
tions he made last year for legislation 
to tax the new bonds at 1% per cent, 
if used by national banks for circula- 
tion and intimates, as was announced 
in news dispatches, a few days ago, 
that it might be more preferable io 
issue the new securities for invest- 
ment purposes only at a rate of 3 
per cent.

Washington, December 3.—Within a 
few years the library of congress will 
eccupy the supreme position in numer- 
teal strength among the libraries of the 
world. It now ranks third, with the 
Bibliotheque Nationale and the British 
Museum holding first and second 
= 
~The anneal -pepert of Librarian Her- 
bert Putnam was submitted to con- 
gress today. It shows that in the year 
1908-10 there were added 90,473 vol- 
umes, making the total possessions of 
the libfary in printed volumes 1,793,- 
158.. There are 118,165 maps and charts; 
517,806 volumes and pieces of music, 
and 320,25] .printe. 

During the périod 1905-1909 the ad- 
‘ditions to the British Museum are stat- 
eg to have been 149,464; to the Biblio- 
theque Nationale 166,634, and the li- 
brary of congfess 425,926. Librarian 
Putnam argues that, from these com- 
parisons, the congressional institution 
will surpass its two rivals within a 


tew years. 

To show the character of the acces- 
sions, Mr. Putnam points to the re- 
ceifts of the collection of Thatcher 
Incunsbulg, made by John Boyd 
Thatcher, of Albany, N. Y., the volume 
of the Madison papers heretofore own- 
ed by ‘the Chicago Historical Society 
and the papers of James K. Polk, which 
were transferred from the same S8o0- 
ciety, and numerous other valuable 
historica] -documents. 

.Precious Material. 

Tn hie report, Mr. Putnam says: 
“The library is coming more and 
more to be looked upon by individual 
collectors as the suitable aid responsi- 
ble guardian of precious literary and 
historical material. Sometimes this 
comes to the library as a temporary 
deposit, pending decision as to its final 
destinatfon, but oftener for permanent 
custody and safe-guarding.”’
